The shock of the collision was 


so tremendous that a number of 
passengers in the wrecked car 
were thrown out of the open win- 
dows. 


The seriously injured were ta- 


ken to Detroit hospitals. All are II 
from Ton a. 


The wreck occurred on a straight, 


level piece of track. The heavy freight 
and passenger trains came together 
with enormous force and six of 
the 


eleven passenger cars were entirely 
wrecked. When the uninjured persons 
recovered from the shock and crawled 
from the wreckage they at once set to 
work to extricate others. 


Messengers were rushed to this vil- 


lage and to .Plymouth and all the doc- 
tors from this place and neighboring 
villages 
were hurried to the scene. 
Farmers who heard tho crash came to 
the rescue also. A special train was 
made up at Detroit and sent to the 
\\reck, a distance of forty miles, with 
doctors, nurses and cots. 


AWAIT MEDICAL AID. 


By the time this train arrived thera 


several scores of people waiting 
for 


medical aid and over a score of bodies 
had been extricated and were lying 
upon the grass beside the trades. 


Mrs. 
Minnie Densmore, of Ionia, a 


passenger upon the train, describing 
the horror said: 


"My husband and myself were In the 


sixth coach, right behind the first five) 
In which the greatest loss of life oc- 
curred. There was a terrible crash and 
the 
train 
camo to a sudden stop, 


throwing us out of our seats. Instantly 
our car was filled with terror-stricken 
people trying to fight their way out. 
No one knew just what had happened 
but every one seemed to feel instinc- 
tively that there had.been a tragedy 
and seemed to be filled with fear. 


"Their clothes were torn and they 


inflicted severe bruises on one another 
in 
their mad 
efforts to get to tho 


ground. That was before they realized 
that our car was not damaged and that 
they were not in danger themselves. 
When we got out of the coach we found 
the engine and first five cars piled up 
beside the track while shrieks of pain 
and cries for mercy filled the air. 
Three of the coaches were telescoped 


by the terrific impact 
of 
the 
heavy 


freight train and the fourth and fifth 
coaches were smashed Into matchwood. 
Although there were probably 150 chil- 
dren among the excursionists, It Is a 
strange fact that few of them were se- 
verely hurt. Nearly all of the dead and 
Injured are men. Passengers upon th« 
wrecked train say that tho passengof 
train waa running about forty miles all 
hour when the trains met. 


BANKS HIGH. 


Banks alongside the 
track 
at the 


crossing where the collision* occurred ar» 
twenty feet high and the space between 
them for several hundred feet is literally 
filled with wreckage. It will be twelve 
hours before It can be stated definitely 
whether all the bodies are out. Tha 
passenger engine was completely wreck- 
ed and Its crew killed, hut the engineer 
and fireman of the freight train miracu- 
lously escaped with their lives. 


A majority of the killed were men who 


were seated in the smoking car which 
was at the head of the train and receiv- 
ed the first impact of the collision. The 
heavy engine and tender were 
forced^ 


through It, crushing everything 
before 


them. Many of the injured are In a very 
serious condition and will probably die.

the emperor's abdication, requesting 
him at the same time to notify the 
Powers.

While the air It being 
compressed, water in poured arftund th* 
piston boxes of the pump, causing th* 
energy to be removed from the air." 


Professor Morgan then explained just 


how the liquifying of air was done, stat- 
ing that the air had to be brought to a 
temperature of about 1S8 degrees Fah- 
renheit, below aero, before th* air wa* 
brought to a boiling point. Many peopl*, 
he said, had the erroneous idea that th* 
point of any substances had to be of a 
high temperature, but, in foot, it may b* 
cither high or low temperature. 


"Any substance," he aald, "must b* 


brought near a boiling point before It can 
be liquified and the boiling point de- 
pends to a great extent on pressure. 


160 DEGREES BELOW. 


"Air must be cooled to 160 degrees be- 


low zero before it can be liquified. Bring-

Liquid air Is an explosive

and counties suffer little or nothing by 
non-payment of taxes at the proper time, 
•while taxpayers suffer heavily for their 
forgetfulness or delay, because If they 
wish to retain, their property they must 
pay tip not only the taxes but delinquent 
penalties, Interest charges and cost. 


SUTTER COUNTY SMALLEST. 


"In the year of 1905-09 the total de- 


ltnquen(f roll on State taxes .for Sacra- 
mento County^ amounted to only 1478.89, 
while for 1906-97 it is |2,*i 1.88. As com- 
pared with this, San Joaquln has delin- 
quency of fim,0&, arid Yolb-one of |372.6I. 
Butte County's delinquency is 
1703.73, 


and Colusa's is $523,78. The smallest de- 
linquency of all la that of Sutter, County, 
which amounts to only J26.77.'

It will, moreover, be an excellent advertise- 
ment lor Alameda county, and draw to Oakland many visitors from 
San Francisco and the northern side of the bay. The county's 
exhibit at the State Fair will be the nucleus of the exposition. Contra 
Costa's exhibit also ought to be displayed. 


Idora Park is admirably adapted and located for the exposition. 


The grounds are ample and beautiful, and the transportation facilities 
unexcelled.^The park can be reached from any part of Oakland, Ber- 
keley, Alameda, Fruitvale, Melrose atid Piedmont with one fare. It is 
within twenty minutes ride of San Francisco. The immense skating 
rink will be floored over for use as an exhibit pavilion. There will 
b« innumerable diversions for old and young, including the opera 
house and its fine company. 


- All that is required to make the exposition a signal success is 


the active co-operation of the business men, societies, clubs and civic 
bodies. The two'successful street fairs held by the Elks prove what 
Oakland can do in this direction-when she tries.

* A Georgia editor, who is also a member of the Legislature, has 


proposed a novel ;law to regulate the printing of news and advertise- 
ments. He would make it a misdemeanor to print detailed accounts 
of assaults on women, of hangings (legal or extra-legal), of trials 
(civil or criminal) in which details of an indecent character are of- 
fered in' evidence. The bill also forbids interviews with women of 
evil life and advertisements of certain medicines. Should this bill 
become a law it will eliminate a very large proportion of the news 
matter now carried by the press. But it will hardly become a law 
—not even in Georgia. The man who proposes it conducts a rural 
semi-weekly devoted to Prohibition, the sewing circle and the prize 
watermelon, and he naturally desires to make his ideas apply by law 
to all newspapers. That is, he would like to have all other editors 
conduct their papers as he conducts his. The world is full of re- 
formers of his kind, reformers who make diligent persecutors.

Francisco, Boxton answered, with tears in his voice, 'It was 
through no fault of mine,' and there was a titter that caused the 
bailiffs command, 'Order! Stop laughing in the court room.' Now, 
'honest Injun/ why was it necessary to put one boodler into the 
boots of another boodler? As THE OAKLAND TRIBUNE puts 
it: 'Boxton had resigned and become a private person when lie was 
elected mayor. If it was legal to elect him, it was equally legal to 
elect some other private person. If the-graft prosecution had the 
power to name a thief for mayor, it had the power to name an honest 
man. 


No one has ever yet explained why it was necessary to make 


Boxton mayor nor has the purpose which dictated his selection been 
revealed. However, Boxton is out and a clean, honorable man is in 
his place. It was a grave blunder not to have displaced Gallagher in 
the first instance with a man above reproach.

ow Work on the Schoolhouses. 


Work on the new schoolhouses is proceeding at a marvelous 


rate of slowness. Apparently the purpose is to do as little as pos- 
sible on them without entirely suspending operations. That there 
is a studied design in the dilatory method^pursued is beyond ques- 
tion. There is no decent excuse for the unconscionable delay, and 
the shabby excuses offered have been lacking in the essentials of 
candor and veracity. Since the last batch of school bonds was 
voted large buildings in the heart of the business district, where 
building is hampered for many causes, have^been begun and com- 
pleted Yet some of the schoolhouses are not half completed, though 
they were under construction prior to the seismic shock of April 18, 
1906. Delay in getting structural steel is one of the excuses offered. 
•Two of the uncompleted schoolhouses have no steel in them. The 
one near Idora Park and the one in the annexed district near Grove 
•treet are not large, and neither is a steel frame structure. Both 
ought to have been finished and ready for occupancy months ago, 
but both are incomplete and are worked on at a snail's pace. The 
public has been very patient in this matter, but patience can cease 
to be a virtue. In this instance, the line has already' been passed. 


PLANTS MAN'S 


Our Reduced National Guard. 


The California National Guard has been on the down grade 


ever since the railroad strike of 18f>4. 
Prior to that it became a 


hotbed of politics, and when the strike came the seeds of dis- 
organization 
and 
insubordination 
were 
revealed. 
Twenty 


years ago the National Guard of California challenged comparison 
with the militia organization of any State in the Union, but it has 
stjcadily retrograded till practical reorganization became necessary. 
Governor Pardee had trouble with the Guard, and was compelled 
to order some dismissals. Governor Gillett began at the outset of 
h£ term to muster out commands lacking in discipline and military 
sdbordination, and to bring officers guilty of negligence in 
the 


equipment and subsistence departments to a strict account. His 
aim was to bring the Guard to an effective service footing let it be 
«ver so small. In consequence IHe organization is woefully shrunken 
i» size, but it has gained in discipline and military coherence by 
bcteg reduced. However, it is useless to maintain a National Guard 
unless it is maintained on an effective basis. Where insubordination 
and irregularities are rife discipline must be lacking. Playing soldier 
for politics or for a summer vacation in uniform will never give the 
Slate an effective military organization. Nor is it worth while to 
ealiat men who take the service oath with a reservation. What is 
left of the National Guard appears to be good. What it has lost 
wa£ weakness and disorganization. The slender force now enrolled 
fe aa excellent nucleus for a larger and more effective organization, 
which we will have if the policy,inaugurated by Governor Gillett is

tendrils, will reach out toward us If we 
place our hands In contact with them> 
and will even use a finger as a support to 
cltmb upon. "We know that these tendrils 
will wind just as icadlly about a twig or 
a grass atpm, but as one feels these sensi- 
tive strands multiply their encircling c8lls 
about one's fingers, there almost seems to 
be established between us and the vege- 
table world a more intimate relationship 
than has ever existed before. 


Tendrils are Indeed capable of exhibit- 


Ing faculties and going through evolu- 
tions more wonderful perhaps than many 
of us realize. It Is only after we have 
seen them at work, testing with their 
sensitive tips the objects they come in 
contact with, apparently considering their 
suitability as a support and then accept- 
ing or rejecting them, as the case may- 
be—it Is only then that we realize how 
justly they have been called the "brains 
of plant life." 


The thoroughness with which these 


wandering tips explore their surroundings 
Is Illustrated by an Instance I observed In 
a grape-vine tendril. 
A cherry branch, 


whose leaves had been variously punctured 
and scalloped by insects, hung near the 
tendril, and a particular leaf had Just one 
small hole tn Its blade, not over three- 
sixteenths of ah Inch In diameter. 
So 


careful had been the exploration of the 
leaf's surface that this one small hole had 
been discovered by the tendril, which had 
thruat Itself nearly three Inches through 
the opening.—Howard J.

A UTAH ASPHALT MINE. 
"The popular idea Is that practically 


all the asphalt, or at least all the good 
asphalt, comes from South America and 
that what little Is, found in North Am- 
erica Is of poor quality, but that sup- 
position is wrong," said a dealer. 
"In 


the northeastern part of Utah are two 
mines which produce what is known as 
gllsenite, a composition which is about 
95 per cent pure asphaltum. There ap- 
pears to be no limit to the amount there, 
for a vein has been located which is 
about two miles long and 
fifteen

twenty feet wide. Its depth has not been 
ascertained. 
The mining Is P™*Ically 
all daylight work, for a dust which arises 
from the product is highly combustible, 
although not explosive. 
The mines are 
located 106 miles from the nearest rail- 
road station, and that is one reason why 
they are not worked harder, The gilsenlte 
is hauled to the station by teams of six 
or eight horses over mountain and val- 
ley and while it is salable at a good 
price, the great difficulty in getting it to 
market has been a great drawback. The 
material is so pure that it is not used 
much for paving, but is shipped In quan- 
tities to Germany, where it Is used for 
shellac mixtures and for Insulating elec- 
tric wires."

A Letter From Blerce 


From Ambrose Bierce come a 


few pertinent remarks anent the 
humiliations and sufferings of 
San Francisco. That great mas- 
ter of epithet and light-winged 
satire has 
resided 
for several 


years in Washington, D. C., the 
atmosphere of which he rates su- 
perior to that of San Francisco 
principally for the reason that it 
is not subject to the caprices of 
organized labor. 
The absolute 


f-eedom of Washington from the 
pestiferous influences of unionism 
and the arrogancy of the insuffer- 
able demagogic champions of 
labor, was really the paramount 
consideration in the shaping of 
Bierce's choice of the 
nation's 


capital as a place of residence. 
San Francisco holds for him many 
fine and stirring memories, for the 
State he has a deep and sentimen- 
tal attachment, but nothing could 
be more repugnant to him than 
the thought of living in a city in 
which the principles of personal 
liberty have lost their significance. 
But I wish to quote the remarks 
to which I referred. They are 
contained in'a letter written to hts 
friend Herman Scheffauer. "What' 
a San Francisco!" wrote 
Bierce. 


"Where are the courageous men 
of the Vigilance Committee of the 
old days. Where are those who 
broke the head of the mob with 
pick-handles in the time of Dennis 
Kearney? I mean, where arc 
those like them? It is clear that 
the business men and the pr -ft-s- 
sional men of today are no better 
than the labor unions and not half 
so brave." Indeed it is quite clear. 
And it strikes me that Bierce 
might find much pleasant diver- 
sion in San Francisco al this time, 
since there are so many men of 
the type to which he alludes. In- 
deed the city never was so rich 
in tirgcts of 
the kind that are 


most easy of access to the arrows
